I OS ANGELES W ith boundary 
and territo rial disputes admittedly 
;one of the leading causes for war 
the world over, the U nited States 
now has three .such disputes on its 
hands, accoiviing to Dr Ronald D 
* Hussey, professor of history a t the 
’University of California. 
T hese disputes arc 
with 
Latin 
American countries, but Dr. Hu 
sey does not believe that either the 
'U nited States or the D itto Ameri- 
*can co untries concerned will ever 
yo to war about them . 
Both the United States and H » Hi 
claim possession of Navassa island. 
Mex ico claims the C hainizal tract 
in the heart of Fll Paso. Tex ., while 
"the United States and Honduras 
are rivals for the possession of the 
ftwati Islands 
In addition 
Dr. Hussey 
said 
there also are 
certain 
potential 
questions between the U nited states 
■ and othei 
powers such as G reat 
•B ritain. Russia and Jap an relative 
"to islands in the Pacific, the Ant- 
, ari tic and the Arctic, 
but these 
likewist he finds are unlikely to

wealth, such as gold, oil. nitrates, 
guano, rubber of bananas 
"As a general rule 
the 
settle­ 
m ent of 
ill boundary disputes in 
the Americas has been by peacelul 
m ethods. 
“T h ere have been five or six wars 
th a t could be considered as grow­ 
ing out of boundary 
disputes 
and 
even of these two or th ree are un­ 
certain. On the 
o ther 
hand, 
the 
em inently peaceful m etho d of arbi­ 
tratio n has worked o ut in m any of 
the cases."
